OPPORTUNITY? You will never find a more evenly balanced ex-

The White House spread the word among congressional leaders sev- 
eral days before that Mr. Roosevelt was going to crack down on such 
expenditures. Not only would he veto the $50,000,000 idea, but he 
would use the bill to promote the economizing line upon which he has 
been quietly working. It was a good opportunity because even the

COMPROMISE Soon there came to the White House on a trot no 

less a respected political authority than Senate Leader 
Robinson. No one knows exactly what he told the President, but every- 
one knows he comes from a region where seed loans are appreciated by 
a lot of people. . These people just must have their seeds no matter 
who had said what, etc., etc. 

But Mr. Roosevelt already had told congress he would not sign any 
extra-budgetary bills which did not carry taxes for raising: the money.

al public housing program designed to 
improve workers’ living conditions, re- 
employ building workers at fair wages 
in productive work and broaden and 
stabilize the potential market of the 
building industry, must be fulfilled.

$108,000 added to the deficit to match 
federal appropriations for about $500.- 
000 worth of local improvements and 
$120,000, which had been set up for 
relief purposes but which’ is to be 
absorbed through refinancing munici- 
pal bonds due this year. 

Key held that these two items could 
very properly be atricken from the 
shortage, and should never have been 
included. The remaining discrepancy 
Key said was a matter of opinion 
and pointed ont that the city’s previous 
experience bears out that the “con- 
servative estimates of the budget com- 
mission will be realized.” 

He expressed confidence that the 
hanks will co-operate when they are 
fully informed of the details of the 
sheet and the method used in arriving 
at the budget.

Atlanta Welfare Society served 


settling rifts between husbands and 
wives and between parents and chil- 
dren, it was revealed in the report 
of Miss Rhoda Kaufman, executive 
secretary, at the annual meeting of 
the organization yesterday afternoon. 

Judge John D,. Humphries discussed 
how the society aided the courts in 
domestic relations cases, and Dr. W. 
W. Young, psychiatrist, spoke on 
“Mental Hygiene and Family Life.” 
Officers for 1936 were elected. 

The society is primarily a family 

service agency with relief incidental 
to treatment, Miss Kaufman expiained 
in her report. From a_ sociological 
point of view, she said, it is intended 
to take social work a step further 
than merely providing families with 
material assistance. The society, she 
pointed out, has experts to study the 
causes of personal and family malad- 
justments and to offer remedies. 
In telling of the society’s co-opera- 
tion with other organizations and 
agencies in charity work, Miss Kauf- 
man commended The Constitution for 
its series of articles during Christmas 
entitled “Ten Opportunities,” by 
which it provided families with a 
happy Ohristmas and sustenance for 
a year. 

“Problem children” generally are 
the result of some unhealthy twist in 
their home life, Dr. Young said. The 
country should have laws, he said, but 
it should not look on laws as a solu- 


tion to social problems,

The stock market made the widést 
average gain since May 8, 1935, today 
but traders were cautious pending 
proof the advance was anything more 
than technical. 

In the shake-out on Tuesday and 
Wednesday the industrial average 
gave up 2.86 points. Today the list 
recovered 2.83 of that loss. Tomorrow, 
many traders believe, may bring the 
answer to the next trend in the mar- 
ket with bullishness prevailing for the 
long trend. 

One thing that led to cautiousness 
was the fact that trading volume 
gave no signal. Only 2,310,000 shares 
were exchanged as the gains of 1 to 
more than 3 points were recorded. 

But there was satisfaction in the 
type of leadership which brought the 
market from its slump. United ‘ ‘ates 
Steel common, long a market guide, 
was one of the most active stocks 
traded and climbed 3 3-4 points. 

Railroad shares were in demand on 
gains ranging to more than 2 points. 
Chemicals were good. Coppers were 
strong after Anaconda declared a 25 
cents dividend—the first declaration 
since 193l1—and utilities made a 
strong finish. 

Thus the background appeared fa- 
vorable despite the light volume of 
trading. 

Traders continued nervous about 
the administration tax program, They 
are not bearishly inclined as result 
of this, but do not want to make new 
commitments until the program is out 
in the open.

COTTON. 


WASHINGTON,, D. C., Feb. 27.— 
The slightly downward trend of 
the spot cotton market average has 
continued from mid-January to near 
the end of February, with total de- 
clines of almost half a cent per pound. 
Sales of federal holdings caused prices 
to sag off further, despite the fairly 
active milling and export trade. The 
Spot price averages around 111-4 
cents compared with around 121-2 
cents in late February last year. 


Lower prices of cotton have favor- 
ed the export trade which is now fully 
a million bales ahead of last season’s 
figures. Foreign buyers seem to have 
been providing a supply of the cheap- 
er cotton for future needs. 


Domestic mills also have exceeded 
last season’s purchases by about a 
million bales, a gain of more than one- 
third. Sale of cotton goods has been 
hindered by unfavorable weather and 
recent demand is reported better than 
at the corresponding time last season,

fabrics. 


Tobacco markets are quiet without 
much change in prices. Sales of burley 
for future delivery advanced slightly 
at New York, where March burley 
sold above 16 cents and bright was 
held around 191-2 cents a pound.
